Ohio and New York.

The editorial oi the New Yort Tribune 


which we -published yesterday, calling at- 
tention to the contraftt between the pollti* 
cal results this year In New York and ID 
Ohio, Pennsylvania and elsewhere, un- 
doubtedly tna.-hes the very marrow of the 
situation. After citing the salient points 
of the canvass ID other Statea, the Tribune 
Insists that the Republican voters of New 
York are as susceptible to appeals upon 
the vital question.1) at Issue, as those of 
other States, and it closes with the re- 
mark : 


"It may be as well to Inquire if Repub- 


lican principles, vital questions of national 
policy, were aft thoroughly discussed In 
this State as in Ohio. Jt might be as well 
to inquire whether reliance for success 
upon all sorts of political diversions has 
not turned awajt the thoughts of men from 
those sound principles upon which alone 
the Republican'party can depend for suc- 
cess." 


That there Is much force in these sug- 


gestions of the Tribune will be obvious to 
all who have closely watched the phases of 
the State campaigns this year. We re-_ 
member distinctly the very emphatic dec 
la rat ion made early In the canvass by one 
of the leaders ofl the New York campaign, 
that "there are no longer any sentimental 
issues between tjhe two parties," that the 
"war 
is over; reconstruction is accom- \ 


plisbed; the freedman has the ballot, and 
the only questions now pending in national 
politics are business questions." We may 
not have quoted literally, but the forego- 
ing is substantially the announcement that 
was made and copied far and wide by the 
press, as to the lines on which the Repub- 
licans were to fight their battle in New 
York. All through the campaign there 
was apparently a nervous anxiety to avoid 
touching uoy question that would pro- 
voke the Democrats into sneering about 
the "bloody shirt,"and some of the tender- 
toed Republican papers in that State even 
expressed fear that Governor Foraker's 
vigorous campaigning in Ohio might in- 
jure thft Republican cause at large. 


In Ohio the head of the Republican tick- 


et was not merely the nominal standard- 
bearer, but the personal leader of his par- 
ty, and the. splendid triumph of*Governor 
Foraker has furnished the amplest vindica- 
tion of his manly dealing with the vital 
issues of the day, and his aggressive as- 
saults upon the political corruption, dis- 
loyal sympathies and sectional control of 
the Democratic party. A prominent Ohio 
Republican in a private letter says of the 
gratifying result in that State:

NEW YORK, Nov. 16. 
The National 


Fishery Association met to-day ID Its first 
annual meeting. Representatives from all 
over the country are present. 
The object 


of the gathering Is to adopt means for the 
proper representation of the fishery Inter- 
ests of the United States, in all matters 
pertaining to National and State legisla- 
tion. Among those present are President 
Babscin, of Gloucester, Luther MaddncUs, 
of Boothbay Me., K. C. Green, of East- 
port, Me., and N. B. Coolidge,of Lamolne, 
Me.

President Babson 


called the meeting to order and delivered 
a lenjthy address upon the wrongs suf- 
"fered by American fishermen. He claimed 
that^he fishermen in the United1 States 
had no protection, while In foreign coun- 
tries,they had. He was opposed to the ac- 
tion (,aken 60 the fishing question by the 
Government. 
Commercial 
Intercourse 


was 'a farce. American fishermen, he 
said,:did not want the Inshore fisheries of 
Canada. All they desired was the right 
to buy bait and not be imposed upon. 
Foreign fishermen were given rights in 
this country which our fishermen were i ot 
given in foreign countries. 


{ 
American Markets Are Open 


to all the fishermen of the world and all he 
asks is to have his rights looked after 
properly. When Canada has our markets 
open her fishing fleet rapidly Increases, 
while ours decreases. Reciprocity is not 
an axiom of the American system of gov- 
ernment and reciprocity treaties would im- 
pair our commerce. Mr. Babson declared 
that t is the object^of Tory Government 
to give Canadian fishermen free markets 
in the United States and drive Americans 
entirely out of the 
Atlantic fisheries. 


There should be reciprocity in that. 
Mr. 


Biibsjii asserted that the capital invested 
in the business iq Massachusetts alone is 
314,000.000, and this yields an annual in- 
come'of over §800,000. He was not In fa- 
vor of the abolition of the net and trap 
system, because if it weredone away with, 
a large industry wuuld be destroyed. 
He 


thought that if tiny legislation was enacted 
it shruld be for the protection of Ameri- 
can fishermen in Canada., 


Should be Let Severely Alone. 


Mr Maddocks, canvassing agent of the 


Association,, states that tin- fishermen are 
thoroughly organized alt along the Atlan- 
tic ciast. On the Lakes, wherfe all the 
delivers had joined the!| Association, the 
tnadel was in the hnuds of nine companies. 
Canadians, tie said, come to our markets 
for I ait, while American fishermen are 
refused entrance for bait In Canadian1 
waters. 
Canadians are 
ruining trade. 


They; enjoy the privileges of our markets 
but [jay none of our taxes. The Canadian 
Government seems to consider that we 
are incapable of managing our own indds- 
tries. Men who fish for fun are trying Ito 
legis ate this industry out or existence. 


Secretary Wllcox Reported 


that thfire were two hundred and twenty- 
unu 'inns in the assui-iutiun. and 
that 


amusement is on foot to send a fleet of 
Atlantic fishermen to the Pacific Slope, 
\vheru the trade has not been developed. . 


Ho-n. Daniel T. Church,of Rhode Island, 


made a speech in which he said the raen- 
haden business was almost ruined. 


Treasurer Pew, of Gloucester, spoke 


against commercial union with Canada, on 
the grounds that it would destroy .the 
fishing industry. Canada, he said, would 
never consent to a union that she did not 
havejthe best of. The policy of the United 
States should be to build up its own com- 
merce, not that, of another country. Mr. 
Pew showed that fishermen were not paid 
much wages and that 


Fronts were Very Small. 


During the year Canada has sent 27,000,000 
pounds of fish to the United States, while 
Americans have not been allowed to sell 
fish ill Canada without paying a heavy tax j 
Since1 the trouble with Canada began,

CULVER'S DEPOT IN ASHES. 


One Hundred and FortJf-flve Horses Perish In 


thi Flames—A Great Fire Destroys 
the 


Vanderbilt Avenoe Car Stables and 
Dam- 


apes Adjoining Property—The Total LOBS 
Estimated at 8170,000. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 15. ~ A bright red 


glare in the sky over South Brooklyn at- 
tracted the attention of 
thousand* of 


[people returning from their day's toil last 
night. Just as they began to agree that 
there was u fire somewhere tbc^, rattle and 
clung of the engines drowjied the noises 
of the streets and the firemen sped past 
at headlong gait to the cort-er of Ninth 
avenue and Twentieth street, where the 
catf stables of the Vanderbilt a /enue street 
railroad were a mass of seething flume. 
At 5.30 o'clock the sixteen stablemen put 
on their coats and departed (or their sev- 
eral homes, leaving 'the watchman the 
sole human occupant of the building.

of

out of one of the windows of the feed room 
in the basement. The thin line broadened 
and strengthened until the front of the two- 
story brick building was seaijed with it. 


An alarm w,as sent out. The heightened 


watchman tried the efficacy of a bucket of 
water, but the line of flre biased back a 
defiance and wrapped itself more and more 
about the window frames. 


When the first engine arrived every 


window in the building was a broad sheet 
of flame. It was high ground, and water 
was scarce. Fiften valuable minutes were 
consumed in the endeavor to pump water 
to combat the fire,and the fire laddies were 
not slow by any means. Bu: when the 
counter element began the tight the tire 
had already a good start, and was not to 
be easily conquered. 


In the doomed buildlngT shut up in that 


furnace of living flame, were 175 horses. 
They stamped, struggled 
and emitted 


sounds almost human in their Bgouy. 


"I Can't Stand This I" 


exclaimed Patrick Gannon, a stalwart sta- 
bleman. "Who'll help the rescue some 
of those poor brutes?" 


Thomas Nolan and John KcCormack re- 


sponded. The three brave f fel ows rushed 
into the burning building. It was desper- 
ate work.i The animals were wild with 
terror and almost unmanageab e, but those 
three men were used to bortes and after a 
hard tussle, in which they obtained many 
bruises, succeeded in getting t ilrty horses 
out of danger. Gannon was the last to 
leave the stable which was situated on the 
upper story. When he saw that, if he 
wanted to save his own life, he must leave 
the other horses to their fate, he found his 
retreat down stairs cut off by t. sea of fire. 
In the second story where he was, the 
smoke was stifling. There was nothing 
for him but to jump from the window. He 
luioped, and, besides, the brtises he had 
received in his work of rescuing the 
horses, he was unhurt, and wia rewarded 
by a hearty cheer. 


By this Time the FSra 


had gained great headway. 'Jho remain- 
ing 145 horses were a mass of charred 
flesh and their ; sufferings 
*ere over. 


Twenty-two street cars, 1,117 bales of hay 
and 207 bales of straw were a heap of* 
smouldering ashes* while the firemen had 
to turn their attention to the building op- 
posite occupied by the Culver Coney Is- 
land Hallroak Company.

flames got a headway oti this building the 
hotel of James Daley, on thd corner of 
Ninth avenue and Twentieth street, was 
"falling a prey to the flre. 


The fire laddies worked like weavers, but 


their enemy had too |big a start, and 
fought its destructive way foot by foot. 
Culver's depot melted before Its force like 
soow before a bonfire. Heavj? streams of 
water dashed up against the tides of the 
building in a business like endeavor to do 
their duty, but were so much steam as 
soon as they touched the tangnes that 
reached skyward to drink the DO up.

short time" Culver's frame building was 
nothing but a mass of seething, smoking 
ruins. 


Besides the car stables and Culver's de-
